WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 — Seven 
years after the end of the World War, 
the United States Veterans’ Bureau 
is spending more than one-fourth of 
the total appropriations for 1926, 
graphic indication of the continuing 
costs of war. This four-year-old bu- 
reau, through which is conducted aly 
buciness affecting the interests of 
disabled ex-service men and payment 
of the soldiers’ bonus, shows no signs 
of lessening activities and costs to 
the taxpayers of the United States. 
It is, on the contrary, asking for 
increased funds; it opened six new 
hospitals during 1925, making 


erans’ Hosiptals, and is asking .for 
more; while the personnel of the bu- 
reau showed a net increase during 
the year of 587 employees and $1,- 
651,008 in salaries. 


Appropriations for the Veterans’ 
Bureau for 1926 amounted to $405,-

pared by the Bureau of the Budget 
give the bureau $458,965,000, out ofa 
total of $1,845,546,960, &n increase of

Pensions for public employees in 
Massachusetts, started in, 1878 with 
little jhought of ever costing very 
much, had grown by 1924 to $2,498,- 
016. 34, more than 1 per cent of all 
state expenditure, and by their pro- 
spective rate of increase, are attract- 
ing attention, of members of the 
state administration who are seeking 
to cut expenses and the tax rate.

Report of Commission 

The réport of the special state com- 
mission on pensions, published early 
in the year, outlined the situation. 
It discussed conditions in cities, 
counties, ‘and towns, as well as in 
the State. Describing the increase 
in the last few years, the report said: 

“Since 1913 the cost of pensions has 
increased per $1000 valuation from 
16 cents to 40 cents, or an increase 
of 250 per cent, this in spite of the 
fact that the assessed valuation has 
increased about 40 per cent in the 
same pertod. 

“Based on the estimated population 
of Aug. 31, 1913; Aug. 31, 1920, and 
Aug. 31, 1924, the number of pension- 
ers per 10,000 population were 4.25, 
7.60, and 10.10 respectively. It will 
be noted that the number of pension- 
ers per 10,000 population has more 
than doubled during the period of 
il years.” 

The United States Bureau of the 
Census in 1912 and in 1922 estimated 
the wealth of Massachusetts. The 
commission used pro rata figures to 
estimate what the wealth of the 
State. was on Aug. 31, 1913,:1920, and 
1924, and the pension costs per $1000 
of wealth for these dates respectively, 
were 10, 13; and 17 cents.

HOOVER BACKS 

PLANS TO CUT 
USE OF RUBBER 

Following House Order for 


Inquiry, Move Is Made 
to Curtail 


GOAL IS 25 PER CENT 
REDUCTION BY NATION 


$700,000,000 Annually Being 
Exacted by British Trust, 
It Is Alleged 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
WASH'NGTON, Dec>. 22—A nation- 
wide campaic to secure a better 
utilization of rubber, initiated by 
rubber ind automobile magnufactur- 
ers and supported by the Department 


of Commerce, has been determined 
upon a. a “defensive measure” 
against the East Indian rubber com- 
bine, it was announced today by 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce. 

In stating the object o7 the pro- 
jected campaign as not:-a retaliatory 
measure, but simply a method of self- 
defense in the interests of American 
rubber consumers, Mr. Hoover 
stressed the possibility of a 25 per 
cent saving through the co-operation 
of automobile users in conserving 
tire rubber, with a consequent in- 
creasing independence of American 
buyers from the alleged “monopoly” 
which he claimed has pyramided the 
prices of rubber during the past year. 

“We can reduce our consumption 
of rubber by 25 per cent without de- 
creasing the use of our cars a single 
mile,” Mr. Hoover said, “if we will 
simply repair our tires in time and 
use them carefully. We ask for no 
self-denial; we simply want better 
use. Our tires are like clothes—a’ 
patch in time saves nine. The manu- 
facturing industries will distribute 
information and instruction on bet- 
ter use and will see that repair facili- 
ties are provided everywhere.” 

The campaign was determined 
upon at a meeting in Washington of 
representatives of the National Rub- 
ber Association and the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce, em- 
bracing the most important rubber 
and automobile manufacturers. The 
announcement from the Department 
of Commerce is as follows: 

“The manufacturers point out that 
there are ample supplies of rubber 
in the world but they have been held 
up by this combination, and specu- 
lataors, until rubber has increased 
from 35 cents a pound to an aver- 
age of $1.10 last month. A year ago 
the combine declared that 35 cents 
was a reasonable .price but the dif- 
ference noW demitinded by them and 
speculators amounts on our 900,000,- 
000 pounds of annual r¢.bber imports 
to nearly $700,000,000 per annum and 
means a charge of $30 to $70 a year 
on every user of an automobile.” 
From official quarters comes the 
information that representatives of 
the British rubber industry have 
been making overtures to American 
buyers, designed to offer supplies at 
a fixed price varying from 50 to 90 
cents a pound. This offer has been 
flatly rejected, American interests 
preferring to buy in the open market 
at $1 a pound than to buy under an 
agreement with the British industry 
at 50 cents. They see great danger,

British Rubber Companies 
Increase Last Year’s Profits 


by the Sum of. £50,000,000 

LONDON, Dec. 22 (4)—Revelations 
of big profits in rubber here have 
been made simultaneously with news 
from Washington that alleged ma- 
nipulation of crude rubber prices by 
British Colonial Government will be 
the subject of a congressional in- 
vestigation. There also are state- 
ments that a temporary fall in the 
price of rubber may be expected dur- 
ing ‘the year, but that unless con- 
sumption is severely curtailed, it 
will be in excess of full production 
within a year or two. 

British rubber companies are de- 
clared by the Daily Express to have 
increased profits by about £50,000,- 
000 during the year 1925. America’s 
purchases, exceeding £100,000,000. 
formed the greater part of this 
enormous transaction. As a conse- 
quence of the large earnings many 
£1 rubber shares have risen to £4 
and £6. British plantations furnish 
in the neighborhood of one-half the 
world’s production, or about 250,000 
tons. 

Some of the speculators in rubber 
are asserted to have Jost heavily last 
week when spot prices, due largely 
to American influences on the mar- 
ket, dropped nearly 1s. There was 
a partial reaction, however, at the 
end of the week, and the situation is 
not being viewed with general alarm 
on the market, where it is asserted 
that the law of supply and demand 
must finally determine prices. 

It is not «nown whether Parha- 
ment before adjourning for the

Now Run Their Own Railroad

Wiscasset, Waterville, and Farmington. Line Pros-! 
pered for Time, But Finally Succumbed to Motor 
Transportation and Was Sold for $50,000 


WISCASSET, Me., Dec. .22 (P)— 
Lumber, dairy products. and sweet 
corn are the basis of the chief in- 
dustries of the Sheepscot River Val- 
ley, where the residents of several 
towns recently bought the narrow 
gauge railroad which serves their 
communities in order to prevent its 
abandonment. In recent years the 
entertainment of summer visitors has 
| become an important factor. 

As its name indicates, the Wiscas- 
set, Waterville and Farmington Rail- 
way originally was planned to con- 
nect the seaport of Wiscasset with 
the city of Waterville and thence to 
continue to Farmington, making con- 
nections at these two points with the 
Maine Central lines to eastern and 
northern Maine. This idea, however, 
was given up and the narrow gauge 
line as finally constructed and now in 
operation runs from Wiscasset 
through the towns of Alna, White- 
| field, Windsor and China to a ter- 
minus in Albion. 

Chartered in 1872 

The idea of cutting through this 
section of Maine with a railroad was 
broached long before this line was 
built. As far back as 1872 a charter 
‘was obtained from the Legislature 
for a narrow gauge line to be known 
as the Kennebec & Wiscasset Rail- 
read. Its backers intended to have it 
run from Wiscasset to Augusta and 
in their plea for support they dilated 
upon the possibilities of building up 
the industries of the capital city by 
giving it direct rail connection with 
tide-water at Wiscasset, which has 
one of the best deepwater harbors 
on the Atlantic coast. This project 
failed. 

The “W. W. & F” prospered at 
first, but with the increasing com- 
petition of motor transportation it 
began to lose money and finally was 
forced into receivers’ hands. Carson 
C. Peck of New York bought the road 


from the receivers. 

Mrs. Peck, finding that the road 
was not meeting expenses, decide 
to give it up and a short time ago 
she announced that operation would 
be discontinued and the railroad 
equipment sold for junk unless $50,- 
000’ could be raised for purchase of 
the railroad. 

Under the leadership of Samuel J. 
Sewall, for 25 years general man- 
ager of the line, the residents of the 
valley towns subscribed $45,000 and 
Herbert O. Phillips of Portland sup- 
plied the remaining $5,000 and also 
offered to serve as president of the 
road at a dollar a year. A salary of 
$3000 a year for the president had 
figured in the previous expenses of 
the road.

PARIS, Dec. 22—Capt. Gordon Can- 
ning, the emissary of Abd-el-Krim, 
carrying @ letter authorizing him to 
receive conditions of peace, which 
france and Spain intimated they 
Were prepared to offer in July last 
to serve as a basis for negotiations, 
has atrived in Paris. The Quai 
D’Orsay has issued a statement that 
it could not regard Captain Canning 
as a regularly constituted represent- 
ative of Riff, and therefore is unable 
to officially receive him. 

His mission is rather to provoke a 
definite French offer than to convey 
a Riff offes. Since, however, it is cer- 
tain Captain Canning is reaRy desig- 
nated by Abd-el-Krim, it is possible 
that the Quai d’Orsay may change 
its mind. In the autographed letter, 
after authorizing the bearer to obtain 
a knowledge of the terms, Krim adds, 
“In order that we may examine them, 
and accept or reject them. If Abd- 
el-Krim does not make written pro- 
posals; if he holds himeelf free to 
refuse the French proposals, never- 
theless he veritably is demanding 
peace and it is impossible to ignore 
him. | 

Terms Known to Abd-el-Krim 

The French official view is that 
the propositions are already known 
to Abd-el-Krim. They were held for 
his disposition by the French and 
Spanish emissaries who remained 
near Melilla. In any case the prop- 
ositions were publicly stated and 
can be read in the newspapers. Paul

‘Naval Court Against 
Counsel’s Advice 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (4)—Over 
the protest of his own counsel, Col. 
William Mitchell explained to the 
h naval court today the 
basis for his public charges against 
those who sent the naval dirigible on 
her last voyage into the West. 

Some of these charges, he insisted, 
were based upon information which 
reached him from sources he re- 
garded as reliable, although others 
represented his own deductions. He 
said he had charged that the Shenan- 
doah was about 50 per cent over- 
weight because he had “a suspicion” 
that s@ch wae the case, but later he 
said he had “personal knowlédge 
from reports and things of that kind,” 
that the ship was too heavy. He was 
not prepared to say from his own 
knowledge whether non-freezing s0- 
lutions had caused corrosion of the 
Shenandoah’s franiework, as he 
charged in the San Antonio state- 
ment which led to his court-martial 
on charges of insubordination. 

Explains “Whitewash” Statements 

Asked what he meant when he 
charged that the Shenandoah sur- 
vivors had been muzzled by the Naty 
Department, pending a “whitewash” 
board, Colone!

MAYORAL BILL 
IS PRESENTED 


Provides City . Corporation 
Counsel Act in Case of 
Chief's Absence

«A bill which would give the cor- 
poration counsel of the city of Bos- 
ton power to become Acting Mayor in 
case of the Mayor's Incapacity, was 
filed today with the clerk of the Mas- 
sachusetts House of Representatives 
by George P, Anderson Represehta- 
tive from Ward Four, Boston. At 
present, the president of the City 
Council fills the Mayor's position in 
case of incapacity. 


The legislation further provides 


that if for any reason the cogpora-- 


tion, counsel is disqualified the city 
treasurer shall be Acting Mayor, and 
if both corporation counsel and city 
treasurer are disqualified, the city 
auditor shall succeed to the position. 
Mr. Anderson says that he has filed

First Whaling Ship 

The first.whaling ship to be 
launched at New Bedford was the 
“Dartmouth,” built several years 
after Russell sent out his first ships 
which had been reconditioned to 
meet the needs of the new industry 
he sought to establish. In 1857 the 
New Bedford fleet numbered 329 ves- 
sels, valued at over $12,000,000 and 
employing over 12,000 seamen. In 
addition to the sailors, thousands of 
men were employed in port making 
casks, irons, ropes and the other arti- 
cles essential to the industry. It was 
a saying in New Bedford in those 
years that its population was divided 
into three parts—“those away on 
voyage, those returning and those 
getting ready for the next voyage.” 

New Bedford’s “Golden Age” in 
this phase of its shipping life lay 


had a fleet of 260 whalers and 14,000 
men manned them. In the eighteenth 
century Great Britain had a pros- 
perous fleet. 

The whaling history of the Unitec 
States is filled with incidents which 
had their beginning in New Bedford. 
The famous “Stone Fleet” sailed out 
of New Bedford in 1861. The United 
States Government purchhsed some 
old ships with the intention of sink- 
ing them in the harbors of Charles- 
ton and Savannah to impede block- 
ade running during the war. Old 
whalers, bought for as little as 
$3150, were among the number. One 
James Duddy, a teamster, was given 
the task of supplying the 7500 tona 
of stones with which to fill the ves- 
sels and many a New Bédford stone, 
laboriously collected by this team- 
ster, now lies at the bottom of the 
southern harbors.

CHANGE IN CRIMINAL 
LAWS TO BE STUDIED 


Chicago Commission Named 
to Consider Revision 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


CHICAGO, Dec. 22—A commission 
of 11 business and professional men 
has been named with Edward E. Gore, 
formerly president of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce, as chairman, 
to work out a plan of criminal law 
revision, under the auspices of a 
group headed by Charles R. Holden, 
chairmen of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mmission, who recently in a public 
address here lamented the large 
amount of pubfaity given by some 
newspapers to exploitation of crime. 

“There is,” said Mr. Holden, ‘too 
much printed about crime, but that 
necessarily follows when there is too 
much crime. There is a disconcert- 
ing amount of publicity as to escape 
of criminals from punishment for 
their crimes, but that is because 
there are too many miscarriages of 
justice. 

“It is, of course, the special duty 
and responsibility of the court to 
see that, however strong the convic- 
tion of the public may be as to the 
truth of a charge of crime, the de- 
fendant charged therewith shall not 
be convicted unless, on a thorough 
review, and on competent evidence 
the charge is proven. The public 
and the press must respect and pro- 
tect the court in its freedom and 
power to perform this important 
duty.”

‘BOSTON ‘EL’ PROVIDES SCHOOL 
FOR EMPLOYEES OF COMPANY 


Special Courses for Advancement in Their Positions Are 
Taught in Night Classes at Railway Terminals 


About 800 men and women em- 
ployees of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company are following special 
courses of training for their work and 
for advancement taught this year in 
the Sullivan Square and Dudley 
Street terminals in connection with 
the educational program of the cor- 
poration. The instruction includes 
courses of interest to all the em- 
ployees, special courses for individ- 
ual departments and a group of 
| courses for women. Some of the 
courses followed are given in co- 
operation with the road by the Divi- 
sion of University Extension, Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Education. 
In all instances where fees are 
charged they are nominal and tue 
Elevated assumes half of the cost in 
the case of any student who has com- 
pleted his chosen course. 

About 175 men are taking the 
course of public utility economics at 
the schoolroom in the Sullivan 
Square Terminal. It is nearing com- 
pletion at this time and since it was 
opened, Henry C. Attwill, chairman of 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities; Prof. Philip Cabot. 
of Harvard, and other men with full 
and practical grasp of these subjects 
readily responded to the -eque:. of 
the road and the men that they in- 
struct the classes. 

These subjects include “The His- 
tory and Functions of Public Utili- 
ties,” “Corporate and Operating 
Organizations,” “Public Utility Fran- 
chises,” “Regulation of Public Utili- 
ties,” “Electric Rates and Electric 
Railway Fares,” “Public Utility Tax- 
ation,” “Public Utility Accounting,” 
“Prices and Wages” and “Capitali- 
zation.” 

Three groups of foremen are meet- 
ing weekly in foremen’s conferences 
on foreman training. The textbook, 
“The Foreman and His Job,” is be- 
ing used as a basis for the confer- 
ences. Each series comprises 10 
meetings. The last lecture was given 
by L. D. Pellissier of Holyoke, pres- 
ident of the Holyoke Street Railway 
Company and president of the New 
England Street Railway Club. These 
conferences are held in the men’s 
own time, requiring about 1% 
hours, 

One of the night classes deals with 
public speaking and nearly 100 men 
are taking it. Three-minute speeches 
by the men and criticism from the 
instructors makes this a very pepu- 
lar branch of the night school 
classes. 

“Transportation Problems as a 
Whole,” like the course in “Public 
Utility Economics” is given in the 
group conference plan consisting of 
10-minute talks with discussion by 
experts within and without the rail- 
way organization. 


“Automotive Maintenance,” by rea- 
son of the increasing use of busses 
by the Elevated, is held to be a prac- 
tical and valuable branch by both 
the company and the men. Ar- 
rangements were made by the road 
with the state division of University 
Extension, and the instruction is 
given by the head of a department 
in this subject in a vocational school 
of Lowell, Mass. Not less than 75 
men are taking this course. 

About 50 women are taking the 
course in “current events.” This is 
also given under the state division 
of university extension. Prof. George 
S. Miller of Tufts College has charge 
of this series of 10 lectures. 

Many of the women employees who 
are in the Elevated office are taking 
the course in “business English.” 
Miss Grace M. Miller, a specialist in 
the study and teaching of language, 
has charge of this course. 

Henry H. Norris, formerly con- 
nected with electrical railway jour- 
nals of Chicago and electrical educa- 
tional associations, is the educational 
adviser assisting Edward Dana, gen- 
eral manager of the Elevated Railway 
as educational director in charge of 
the program.

Amendment Passed 

The Socialists and Radicals, seeing 
an opportunity for disrupting the 
coalition, decided to vote, contrary to 
policy in agreement with the amend- 
ment. As the Liberals had crag 
voted against the papal embassy, a 
majority of 52 against 42 in favor of 
was reached, the 
Anti-Revolutionists voting with the 
Ronian Catholics against it: The re- 
sult was that. the four Roman 
Catholic ministers—Dr. Welter, de- 
partment of the.colonies; Dr. Bon- 
gaerts. department of the waterways; 
‘Dr. Koolen, department of labor 
commerce and industry, and Colonel 
Lambooy, department of national de- 
fense—tendered their resignations to 
the Queen. At the end of the same 
week the other five. Protestant mia- 
isters followed -suft. The situation 
was complicated by the fact that the 
Minister of “Foreign Affairs, van 
Karnebeek, did not declare before the 
amendment of the two clergymen had 
been voted, that its acceptance would 
force him to resign. His defense of 
the Vatican Embassy, made in the 
Chamber, was, to express it candidly. 
without enthusiasm. 

How wild the ¢risis be. solved? No- 
body will give # definite answer to 
this question. It was expected that 
if a rupture took place between the 
Protestants and the Roman Catholics 
of the coalition, the latter might form 
a government with the Socialists. 
having in that case a majority in the 
second Chamber of about 55 against 
45, the more so as the Roman Cath- 
olics have a strong Democratic wing 
This possibility seems to be. frus- 
trated by the words of Monsignor 
Nolens. On the other hand, the Left 
parties do not form a sufficient ma- 
jority for accepting governmental! 
responsibilities, neither do the two 
Protestant Coalition parties, with the 
Liberals. The only way out seems, 
strangely enough, a restoration of 
the Coalition on a very restricted 
program.

PPORTUNITIES for ‘gainful iit 
erary endeavor ere perhaps 
greater today than at any other 

time in the world’s history. ‘The 
woman with inclinations in this di- 
rection thinks. usually of story-writ- 
ing, or general and special articles, 


es being the main channels along: 
which this form of activity may flow. 
Comparatively few women realize or 
know that one of the most fruitful 
spheres of literary activity may be 
found in editing a house organ or 
contributing to it. 

House organs are of two classes; 
those published by business con- 
cerns, and distributed freely as a 
form of advertising, and those pub- 
lished solely in the interests of the 
employees. Both offer opportunities 
for. women writers, and since there 
are more than a thousand house or- 
gans published in the United States 
—and the number is increasing 
every month—most of which are in 
the market for worth-while contri- 
butions from outside writers, the 
field is a good one. 

“Clothes” a Good Example 

One of the most noteworthy and 
™ guccessful department store house 
organs is Clothes, published by 
Filene’s of Boston; end Clothes is 


edited by Dorothy Entwistle Swen- 
son, 

Mrs. Swenson says, “We have not 
made the selling of merchandise the 
first aim of Clothes. What we are 
trying to make apparent in the 
magazine is the use »f merchandise. 
We want to help shoppers to buy 
becoming things, to get more fun 
out of their shopping, to get more 
value for their money, to make their 
shopping easier.” Thus she epito- 
mizes the purpose of many sales- 
house organs. The director of a 
well-known institute in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., has- asked to have Clothes 
mailed regularly to the twelve in- 
structors on his dressmaking and 
millinery staff. Teachers of dress 
arts in public scheols are using the 
magazine almost as a_ textbook. 
Highly commendatory letters have 
been received by the editor from the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, the Fine 
Arts Department of Harvard Univer- 
sity, from Yale Wniversity Press, 
and from art authorities and direc- 
- tors all over the country, in‘ which 
they have spoken of the superior 
quality of art reproduction, design 
and typography. 

Whys and Wherefores Explained 


It is, however, in its service to 
the average woman that this little 
house magazine is, perhaps, outstand- 
ing in ite class; and this can best 
be expré*seed in the editor's own 
words: “When we show the tall, thin 
type of woman how to buy a becom- 
ing hat by making clear to her the 
underlying reasons for the choice, we 
have helped her to buy not’only one 
hat, but to select hats intelligently as 
long as she lives.” 

One woman, in writing to Mrs. 
Swenson, said, “You have a mission 
to show young girls that styles suit- 
able for festive and home occasions 
are not good form for business and 
the street.” The editor of Clothes 
does not, however, accept this or any 
other “mission,” but she did prepare 
an afticle, well illustrated, showing 
some of the fundamentals of good 
taste in dress for girls—and their 
mothers, and aunts, too. 

“Always keep in thought the mid- 
die class,” says the editor of 
Clothes; and because she does this, 
the magazine does not portray ultra- 
elaborate models in exclusive set- 
tings; the illustrations she prepares 
and selects are those that show what 
the ordinary average woman is wear- 
ing on the streets, traveling, or for 
dressy occasions. 

Questions Answered 


Another feature that has been re- 
sponsible for establishing and fos- 
tering good will is the service which 
may be obtained from the editor, 
through a question and answer col- 
umn, or page. That this page is made 
eminently practical may be gathered 
from some of the questions sub- 
mitted; for example. “Tom and I are 
getting married on $30 a week. 
Please help me with my clothes. They 
have to be pretty and they have to be 
cheap.” Or, “I am going to Honolulu. 
Shall I need warm clothes, or cool?’ 
“What can a woman get in your store, 
who is so short and slender that 
even misses’ sizes will not fit?” “We 
are not happy until we have 
answered questions like these to the 
satisfaction of the inquirer,” Mrs. 
Swenson says. 

Some of the more amusing ex- 
periences in connection with the 
business of running a house organ, 
the editor tells us, are provided by 
people who are concerned about 
friends who apparently need advice 
concerning how to dress becomingly 
and with good taste; and sometimes 
in their zeal for their friend’s sar- 
torial welfare, they write in this 
strain, “Please send Clothes to —— 
I don't want this person to know that 
I sent her name, but I think she will 
benefit by reading the magazine.” It 
is interesting to learn that office 
managers write for copies for dis- 
tribution to the girls under their 
supervision, evidently alive to the 
fact that the articles will be helpful 
to employees, 

One of the difficulties that had to 
be overcome in editing this organ 
was how to keep not only up-to-date 
in featuring new styles, but to keep 
just a little ahead, This was over- 
come to a great extent by putting 
emphasis on fundamentals, and -on 
the styles that really mean some- 
thing. “Fashion itself js really an 
evolution and even a rather slow 
one,” says Mrs. Swenson. “By avoid- 
ing the passing fads as much as we 
can, we help our readers to do the 
same thing.”

General articles that 
deal with general conditions, always 
optimistically, are also welcomed if 
they appeal to retail merchants, and 
are helpful in stimulating the right 
kind of activity. 
A Boys’ Juvenile and Others 

Many women have a happy knack 
of writing interestingly for small 
boys: Ropeca, the house organ of 
the Rogers Peet Company of New 


York, offers them a splendid oppor- 
tunity. This house magazine is one 
of the best-known and most popular 
in the country. 

For those who know how to tell 
others how to make money at home, 
Home Occupations, published by 
the Stork Card Company of lowa 
City, will be a good field if the story 
can be told in 500 words. 

A person with a knowledge of 
banking might make a very satisfac- 
tory connection with one of the Bur- 
roughs publications — Burroughs 
Clearing House. Accepted articles 
are paid for at the rate of two to four 
cents a word. Time-saving methods, 
stories of how new customers have 
been secured, business building plans 
all are welcomed, if out of Ge com- 


mon run. 
Even Fiction 

Even the woman with a flair for 
fiction will find that the house maga- 
zines are not to be despised. For in- 
stance there is Partners, published 
by the Holstein Harvey Publishing 
Company of Wilmington, Del. From 
one to three cents a word is paid by 
this publication for short stories par- 
ticularly with a romantic strain. 
The People’s Popular Monthly of 
Des Moines, Ia., ig another house 
magazine with a wide field and ap- 
pealing to the entire family. Fiction, 
articles featuring community, social 
and civic enterprises, household arts, 
and lyrical poems, are all grist to 
this mill, 
for Middle West people. 


Specific Requirements 


Many house organs circulate, only 
within a comparatively small area, 
and the essential requirement ig that 
those who attempt to write for them 
should know the locality, its needs 
and special characteristics. In Bos- 
ton, for example, the appeal is 
largely to the student class. For 
the woman who knows her specialty 
and her pubic, and can write in such 
a way as to appeal to her audience, 
the opportunities in any city are ex- 
ceptional. The writer has made many 
interesting contacts with house or- 
gan editors, and can speak from first- 
hand knowledge on this subject. 
Furthermore the would-be contrib- 
utor should not lose sight of the fact 
that the majority of house magazines 
are small and that /consequently | 
articles must be boiled down, con- 
centrated. Moreover it is essent'‘al 
that the publication be carefully 
studied before a writer attempts to 
contribute. Editors are usually glad 
to send specimen copies if assured 
that the inquirer is in a position to 
submit something worth while. Con- 
tacts with those house organs that 
are strictly local—and this includes 
most of the publications of depart- 
ment stores—are more satisfactory 
when writers are in personal touch 
with the editors; but there are many 
house magazines with a wider circu- 
lation that offer good opportunities 
for writers anywhere who can fur- 
nish what is required. 

The rates of payment range from 
1 to 3 or 4 cents a word. 

A complete list of all house organs 
published today, lias been prepared 
by the Printer’s Ink Publishing Com- 
pany, 185 Madison Avenue, New York, 
and will be found of great value to 
the person who desires to experi- 
ment in this work. It will be sent 
by that company on receipt of 23 
cents in stamps, and a 7 self- 
addressed envelope.

Still, Arnold's theory 
seems to express a belief in a kind 
of mysterious fate which defies all 
the vicissitudes. Even after the in- 
vention of printing, less than five cen- 
turies ago, many mischances might 
have militated against the proper 
recognition and transmission of lit- 
erature. In the domain of the drama, 
the excellence of*a play did. not 
in.ure its printing, for over half of 
Shakespeare’s works were never 
printed in quarto, and it seems like 
a stroke Of sheer good fortune that 
twenty unpublished plays were res- 
cued in the First Folio. Even so, of 
course, we have no assurance that 
all he wrote is here preserved. More 
striking still is the case of his fellow 
playwright, Thomas Heywood, who 
wrote two ‘hundred and twenty 
dramas, of which only twenty-four 
are extant. Shall we say, therefore, 
that his age commanded unerring 
judgment in allowing the remainder 
to ‘pass into obliviop? More rele- 
vant, still, perhaps, is the question, 
And even if his contemporaries did 
exert their best judgment upon all 
his work, should we agree with their 
verdict today if we possessed all the 
evidence? 
+ + 


Questions such as these are almost 
innumerable and the conjectures 
which they inspire seem perhaps 
rather futile, but to the inquirer 
looking abrgad over the history. of 
the vicissitudes of literature, they 
are inevitable. 

Amid all the unanswerable prob- 
lems, at any rate, we do enjoy the 
actual possession of more enduring 
literature than any human heing can 
ever read and it is almost disconcert- 
ing to see all the elaborate machinery 
set up in our generation for classify- 
ing and perpetuating the ever in- 
creasing literary product. 

But at least we are doing our best 
to insure the survival of the best.

Our View 


F AT times our concept of ex- 

istence seems narrowed to per- 

sonal experience 
probléms, to a daily routine amid irk- 
some surroundings, how wise to lift 
our thought and enlarge our view by 
contemplating the magnitude of God 
and His creation! 

The Old Testament writers appear 

to have spent much time in medita- 
tion upon the tharacter of God and 
upon the wonders of His works.

About Illustrating Books » 


Not a bad way to come to some 
appreciation of any art is to realise 
how bad some of the worst of it ‘is. 
One of the most deplorable fatiures 
in illustrated editions is one of the 
most persistent. More often than not 
the kind of books sef upon are pre- 
cisely the kind of Uterature most 
dificult of all for pictorial art to re- 


| flect. There -was, indeed, nothing so 


incongruous about William Blake's 
setting about to make a series of 
designs for the “Book of Job.” And 
Hans Holbein was in hig sphere 
when he turned for the moment to 
the illustration of the “Old Testa- 
ment.” ... We need not be aghast 


at Delacroix's seeking (with ques- 
tionable success) to interpret 
“Faust” and “Hamlet.” And though 
Do-é’- grandiloquent mannerism fell 
far short of the “Inferno,” there is 
a certain amount of logic in the 
combination. But such a thing (and 
it is liable to appear any moment) 
as'an edition of the “Book of Job” 
illustrated by a young lady entering 
upon study ...at the Art Students’ 
League of New York is more than 
likely to be decidedly worse than 
senseless. 

A small army of illustrators of 
varying tal nt have at one time and 
another essayed the “Rubdiyat,” but 
who has had the peculiar genius to 
catch the spirit of the magic of 
Omar Khayyam? Nearly all of the 
decorated edition= are very bad. 
Frank Brangwyn made the poem an 
excuse for a set of colourful posters. 
Elihu Vedder, doubtless, came near- 
est to the spirit of the Persian philos- 
opher and is the standard... . 

Now, it takes something more than 
a little talent to... picture... 
such a thing as, let us say, Morning 
in the Bowl of Night flinging the 
Stone that puts the Stars to Fight. 
The common resource of the jour- 
neyman illustrator who has _ the 
cheerful temerity to attack the sym- 
bolism in works of literary genius is 
vagueness. And when he leaves 
everything, so to say, up in the air, 
he is pretty sure to be complimented 
here and there upon having his work 
“full of feeling.” In fact, this lack 
of clarity, which is thought by some 
to be a mark of the “imagination,” is 
much more apt to be the mark not of 
imagination but of the absence of it. 
The more far-fetched the literary 
image, the more precise in the hands 
of a great artist generally has 
been the presentation of it. There 
is no feeling about being blindfolded 
in a mist in the actually sublime 
“Apocalypse” woodcuts of Albrecht 
Durer.’ . « 

But enough of this side of the mat- 
ter. The best way tu come to an un- 
derstanding appreciation of any art 
is to cultivate an acquaintance with 
the best that has been done in it. 
Books were illustrated from the be- 
ginning. Erudite interest in finely i!- 
lu-trated books has resulted in vari- 
ous public and private collections of 
noteworthy examples. A memorable 
collection which «exemplified book il- 
lustration at its best throughout four 
centuries was assembled in the print 
gallery of the New York Public Li- 
brary in 1919. An instructive little es- 
say called “The Illustrated Book,” by 
Frank Weitenkampf, Chief, Arts and

NEW historical drama-by Fer- | 
ence Herczeg, “The Bridge,” 
was produced for the first time | 


on any stage at the National Theater, | 


Budapest, recently. It has been re- 
ceived with praise by the Budapest 
press as a significant native play. 
Director Alexander Hevesi of the 
National Theater, whe has produced 
it, predicts that the play will take 
its place with other masterpieces of 
the Hungarian drama. 

“The Bridge” lacks the universal- 
ity of great art: it possesses a dis- 
tinctly bourgeoise tinge. But it is 
written with a fidelity to truth, and 
a belief in the high destiny of the 
Hungarian people, that will gain it 
a place in its native land. Ference 
Herczeg is one of Hungary’s leading 
writers and dramatists. But while 
the brighter constellations of the 
Hungarian drama have been gaining 
popular success in the outer world 
—Molnar, Lengyel, and Vajda on 
Broadway—Herczeg has been busy 
achieving a native reputation. His 
work is hardly suitable for transla- 
tion because his themes are national 
ones: his subjects of parochial in- 
terest. His two greatest dramas. 
“The Pagans” and “Bzantiumy” also 
deal with important periods in the 
history of the Hungarian people. 

> > 


Yet this new play has a contempo- 
rary interest for the non-Hungarian. 
Although it stages a national conflict 
of great poignancy which took place | 
almost a century ago, the initiated | 
can read between the lines. The : 


tragic conflict between the reformer | 
and the revolutionary, between the | 
appeal to force and the appeal to 
reason is a common conflict in the 
modern world. But for the Hunga- 
rian audience the play has even a. 
deeper meaning, a double signifi- - 
cance. It not only dramatizes the. 
bitter fight betwen two of Hungary's 
greatest men, between two methods | 
of progress, but it also dramatizes ' 
the inner conflict in the Hungarian | 
nature, which is a common feature | 
of Hungarian literature and art. | 

This duality of the Hungarians Is | 
hardly recognized abroad. Yet it is’ 
one of the most viral and compelling 
factors in the political and sociologi- 
cal orientation of Hungary in modern 
Europe. Here we have a small 
people of doubtful origin, but sus- 
pected of being Asiatic, living in the 
center of western Europe. Hungary’s 
greatest lyric poet, Ady, summed the 
national cLaracter up in the phrase: 
“Hungary is the ferry boat between 
Asia and Europe.” Ference Herczeg 
has chosen to dramatize a period in 
his people’s history when the ferry 
boat rowed back to the Asiatic shore: 
the revolutionary years of 1848. 

Had the first production of “The 
Bridge” taken place two weeks ear- 
lier it would have synchronized 
with the centenary celebrations of 
the Hungarian Academy of Science. 
which was founded by one of the 
chief protagonists in this drama, 
Count Stefan Schechenyi. Indeed, one 
might almost say that he is the 
pivot of this drama. 

> +> + 


It was Count Szechenyi who awak- 
ened the Hungarian people from 
their apathetic sleep, who turned 
doubters into believers, indifferent 
people into active workers, skeptics 
into optimists, finally working up 
enthusiasm for his pet scheme, the 
building of a chain bridge over the 
Danube, which joins Buda to Pest. 
It was Count Szechenyi who made 
the old Hungarian nobles pay tolls 
to pass over this new hridge, which 
was to be the symbol of Hungary’s 
new European orientation. This was 
the first breach in the feudal wall. 
4nd even Louis Kossuth, the flaming 
revolutionary, his greatest enemy, 
his sworn opponent, called him: 
“Hungary’s greatest Hungarian.” 
Count Szechenyi was the first libera! 
among the Hungarian artiscrats: 
today we should call him a conser- 
vative. He was the embodiment of 
the reformer type, who believed 
that his people should be educated 
and prosperous before they were 
emancipated from the Hapsburg 
yoke. But Louis Kossuth, also a 
born leader of his people, believed 
otherwise. For him swift freedom 


from the Hapsburgs was what he 
wanted first. Then one could return | 
to reform and education. 

The characters of these two great | 
Hungarians are lit up and illumi-| 
nated in this drama. But soon the 
Hungarian audience understands: 
this is not only Szechenyi and Kos- 
suth. It is Count Stefan Tisza and 
Count Michael Karolyi, the two pro- 
tagonists in the political drama 
fought recently in Hungarian his- | 
tory with such tragic results. No'| 
one would question the sincerity of 
two such men. No one would accuse | 
either of them of self-seeking CO" | ; 
ism. But the fight goes hard for the 
nation. Just like Tisza, Szechenyi 
also lost his hold over the people.

| purest in quality of any professional 
theatrical organization in America, 


‘and it has long been evident that 
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most ambitious annual — the 
Christmas issue, 1925! Get this superbly 
illustrated special number by subsc 
ing now! Printed weekly in Hollywood. 
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when this little band of aincere work- 
ers got a big play, they would not 
be found wanting. In “The Dybbuk”’ 
they have a play that tests their 
mettle. . 

“Der Dybbuk” is not new on Man- 
hattan Island. It has been in the 
repertoire of the Jewish Art Theater 
for several years. Ansky evidently 
wrote it with the purpose of trying 
to draw the Jewish youth back into 
the ways. and customs of their 
fathers, but while the play has fine 
theatér values, it is so filled with 
superstition, foreboding, mysticism, 
and even “necromancy,” that it is 
doubtful if young Jews or anyone 
else could be found who would take 
its subject matter seriously. It is 
none the less an engrossing play, 
and as presented in Grand Street it 
undoubtedly reaches the’ highest 
point of excellence in stage repre- 
sentation offered in New York dur- 
ing the present season. 

Here is a sort of Oriental “Romeo 
and Juliet.” There is no more literal 
truth in its story than there is in 
much of Shakespeare’s “The Tem- 
pest.” It is the kind of a play that 
requires a certdin consecration in 
performance, and that is exactly the 
kind of treatment it receives at the 
hands of the young players at the 
Neighborhood. Mary Ellis, Albert 
Carroll, and the others do excellent 
work, but it is after all the orches- 
tral acting of the organization as a 
whole that deserves our praise.

“What will the 1925 crop of 477 ,000,-

of it will be fed to hogs, 120,000,000 to 
cattle and other animals, and 71,000,- 
000 bushels be sold for cash for com- 
mercial purposes. That 286,000,000 
bushels will produce 2,860,000,000- 
pounds of perk.

average of $11 a hundred pounds on 
the Chicago market (34 cents less 
than the pork produced from the 1924 
crop) which appears to be a reason- 
able assumption according to Govern- 
ment estimates, this amount of pork

BRITISH WOMEN “JOIN 
TIDE OF EMIGRATION 


Dominions Seek Teachers, Do- 
mestics and Capitalists 


GENEVA, Dec. 6 (Special Corré- 
spondence)—The Society for the 
Oversea Settlement of British Women, 
which acts as the women’s branch 
of the Oversea Settlement Committee, 
states in its report for 1924 that the 
excess of men among the emigrants 
of Great Britain in that year was 

nly 9100 as compared with 31,089 in 
923. The total number of emigrants 
from Great Britain decreased in 1924 
as compared with the previous year. 
owing, it is stated, to difficultfes of 
absorptjon in the dominions. and to 
high fares. 

The demand for women overseas is 
mainly for domestic workers and for 
a certain number of qualified teach- 
ers. There are also openings for 
womeh with capital, who have agri- 
cultural or horticultural experience. 
* The work formerly done by the s0- 
ciety with regard to selection, etc., 
now done by the various govern- 
ments, but a number of women still 
migrate directly through the society, 
the society advising both the govern- 
ments and the women who wish to 
tmigrate. The society has a loan fund. 
50 per cent of which is contributed 
by the British Government, and loans 
amounting approximately to £6765 
were granted during the year in 165 
cases, including 168 women and 351 
children, to enable them to migrate. 

Precautions aré taken to insure a 
good reception for women overseas 
before assistance is given. Phe num- 
ber of women and childrehit who emi- 
grated directly through the society in 
1924 was 1577.

EDITORIALS 


The law for the registration of aliens, which 
was recently requested by the Department of 
| : Labor, and approved by 
every member of the 
Administration, Seems 
so absolutely necessary 
a statute that it is 
amazing there should be 
‘ opposition to it. The 
opposition indeed is al- 
most wholly sentimen- 
tal. The assertion is that such a requirement 
interferes with individual liberty, and the 
charge is made that it is a step toward “Prus- 
sianizing” America. | 
Every American who goes abroad, however 
rich he may be, however certain his plans for 
returning to the United States, is, nevertheless, 
required in such liberal countries as England, 
France and Holland, as well as in the more 
militaristic states on the continent, to register 
himself immediately upon arrival. The first 
thing that happens to one seeking accommoda- 
tion at a London hotel is to be given cards for 
himself and party in which are set down not 
merely the names and addresses and probable 
period of sojourn of the visitors, but a lot of 
other details which to some travelers seem 
frivolous, if not impertinent. But the practice 
is universal among the governments of Europe, 
and American travelers acquiesce in it without 
objection and without serious inconvenience. 
Through this method of registration, foreign 
nations keep tfack of all aliens within their 
boundaries. The United States, confronted with 
an immigration problem which exists nowhere 
else, allows the alien, who once gets in, to go 
free of any future identification by any of its 
authorities. This would be a foolish situation 
even if the only aliens who came in, came regu- 
larly through the immigration bureaus, and 
secured admission lawfully. As a matter of fact 
thousands and tens of thousands evade Ameri- 
can immigration laws, and slip in illegally. The 


ee Track 
of 
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Immigration Bureau estimates that about 1,400,- | 


000 aliens are in the United States without 
countenance of law. To identify them is impos- 
sible. Once in they are free, and can laugh at 
the immigration law passed after prolonged de- 
bate for the protection of American citizenship. 
It is proposed that a card of identity should 
be given to each alien lawfully admitted, which 
he must hold for presentation at any time he 
may be called upon. Should he become a nat- 
uralized citizen this card will be surrendered, 
and his name removed from the registration 
list. As long as he remains an alien, however, 
refusing allegiance to the United States, the 
hospitality of which he enjoys, he will be so. re- 
garded by this country and Will have to present 
evidence that at least he is enjoying its hos- 
-pitality in accordance with established law. 
Legislation to this effect is the merest common 
sense. It should have been enacted long ago. 


The Boston Herald published recently an 
estimable editorial entitled, ‘Antidote for 
Crime News.” Its main contention was con- 
tained in the sentence, “The public would rather 
read, and the newspapers would rather print, 
stories of episodes which are pleasant, and pic- 
turesque digressions from the humdrum of life. 
than give details about Chapman, Bruno and 
other rebels against civilization.” It had pre- 
viously said that “the best antidote that we 
know for crime news on the front pages of the 
newspapers is news of the kind which Miss 
Eleonora Sears and Mr. Mellie Dunham have 
been making.” But then it concluded that the 
difficulty is that there are not enough Miss 
Searses and Mr. Dunhams to go round, and 
there are too many strong-arm men. Yet is 
this really the reason why crime stories occupy 
so large a part of the available space in many 
newspapers? It is a fact that many Boston 
newspaper readers have enjoyed the romance 
of Miss Sears’s escapade, and that all the coun- 
try has read of Mellie’s fiddling with interest, but 
it is very hard to make oneself believe that 
these are the only “good” incidents that have 
merited first page attention of late. 


At last there are gratifying indications that 
steps will soon be taken to impress the fact 
that, no matter how per- 
sistent the revolt against 
the law, there remains 
within the law itself the 
power to assert and en- 
force its own authority 
and prerogatives. Just 
as in times when the 
liberties and safety of a 
nation are threatened by rebellion within or 
invasion from without there is a call for volun- 
teers who will defend the established order, so 
now, while criminals and cunning violators of 
the law of the land laugh at the courts and 
escape their just deserts, it is seriously pro- 
posed to man the halls of justice with minute 
men, or volunteer dollar-a-year judges, as an 
answer to the assertion that the law is impotent. 

In an address ‘delivered in New York re- 
cently, former Judge Moses M. Grossman, who 
has made extensive studies along similar lines, 
assured his hearers that there are many men 
of the bar abundantly qualified to take up this 
voluntary work and thus relieve the congestion 
which now exists in the criminal courts. There 
is no doubt as to the ability or probity of the 
great majority of those who might be drafted 
by a carefully supervised selective process for 
this important duty. Every judge is a lawyer, 
first of all. His fitness, quite largely, depends 
upon his knowledge of the law. No secret or 
intricate formulas are employed by ‘the pre- 
siding judges of the courts. The processes are 
comparatively simple to those trained in the 
practice of the law. The necessary step is to 
delegate to the volunteer justices the authority 
. which allows them to put the seal of finality 
upon the decisions they may render. 

Lawlessness, in many of its repulsive forms, 
is rampant in some sections of the United 
States just now, simply because the vicious and 
the predatory have gained the impression that 
the greater the number of crimes committed 
the less certain is punishment to be meted out 
to the guilty. In this history is simply repeat- 
ing itself. The vicious are courageous and 
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assertive only when they believe organized 
society is defenseless or lethargic. In the early 
days of the settlement of the sections of the 
United States west of the Mississippi River the 
“bad men,” as they were then known, carried 
things with a high hand until the law, deliberate 
in its movement from east to west, arrived. In 
the interim the posse comatatus and the 
minute men acted as shock troops, insisting 
upon some show of regard for common rights. 
Today the need seems to be for such volun- 
teers, this time to act in the capacity, not of 
executioners, but as administrators of the law. 
The vicious, realizing that the possibility of 
escaping punishment is thus lessened, will, like 
the guerrillas and road agents of an earlier 
period, fold their tents like the Arabs, and as 
silently steal away.‘ 


According to what appear to be authenticated 
advices from Washington, Dwight F. Davis, 
a who recently succeeded 

John W. Weeks as Sec- 
retary of War, has “a 
rod in pickje” for all 
critics within the army 
of the policies which the 
department and the Gen- 
eral Staff have decided 
shall be followed. It is 
announced that if the verdict in the Mitchell 
court-martial fails to operate as a disciplinary 
measure, the Secretary will, to use a somewhat 
euphonious expression, “read the riot act” to 
those who still insist upon their claimed right of 
free speech. It is said by those who are in a 
position to know what is in the thought of the 
chief of the bureau that he is determined to 
bring complete teamwork back to the whole 
service, even if drastic measures are necessary 
to accomplish this end. 

Mr. Davis, as Secretary of War, undoubtedly 
is in possession of knowledge which one lacking 
his experience and opportunities for observa- 
tion would never have gained. He has come up 
from the ranks, as it were, with the added ex- 
perience gained as assistant in charge of the 
department during the long absence of Secre- 
tary Weeks even before his formal resignation. 
It is a fair supposition that he knows with 
what freedom the policies of those in authority 
have been discussed by men who have been in 
sympathy with the views so openly expressed 
by Colonel Mitchell. But it is not made plain 
because of this that he is able to prescribe the 
remedy for what he evidently regards as in- 
subordination. Wholesale disciplinary meas- 
ures, it may be, will tend to increase, rather 
than lessen, the denunciation of unsound 
bureaucratic policies. 

A superficial survey of public sentiment in the 
United States following the filing of the verdict 
in the Mitchell case, would. convince an un- 
biased observer that the findings of the court- 
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martial have persuaded only a minority of those 


who have followed the hearings to believe that 
the case against Colonel Mitchell has been 
proved. The verdict was not unexpected, to be 
sure, because it was foreordained that the re- 
calcitrant officer must be reprimanded and 
punished. But it has not been proved to the 
satisfaction of the people of the United States 
who are entirely unprejudiced that the untruth 
of his charges has been established, or that it 
can be established. 

Thus it may be that the Mitchell verdict, if 
it is to be used as a whip, will be found to be an 
ineffective weapon—nothing more than a mere 
irritant. There is one important consideration 
that should not be overlooked. It is that the 
great majority of the men in the service, from 
officers down, have the good of the army or- 
ganization at heart. They instinctively, as well 
as by education and training, take pride in it. 
They regard it as their first duty to aid in 
strengthening and supporting the whole struc- 
ture and to point out, if necessary, its points 
of possible weakness. Who knows these weak- 


; nesses better than the men who come into 


intimate contact with the machinery which has 
been set up? Loyalty and teamwork, to them, 
seem quite properly to include the right to 


criticize, and, if necessary, to condemn, patent 


weaknesses. 

The verdict in the Mitchell case will not alter 
a single individual’s viewpoint as to his duty or 
responsibility. Colonel Mitchell has not been 
disgraced in the eyes of the men against whom 
Secretary Davis now proposes to turn the ver- 
dict as a weapon to beat down insubordination, 
nor in the eyes of millions of Americans who 
are yet to be convinced that what he told was 
not the truth. 


The inevitable reconciliation is being brought 
to pass, albeit extremely slowly, in the Balkan 
states.- For the leaven of 
peaceful relations after 
the great struggle is 
working by degrees and 
its progress is observ- 
able in the files of the 
dailynewspapers. Inthat 
reconciliation Rumania 
is playing an important 
part. The journals of Sofia the other day con- 
tained the account of the jubilee celebration of 
an aged music teacher, who has devoted his life 
to the conducting and training of church choirs. 
Among the gifts that signalized the event was 
a medal of honor from King Boris III, who 
keenly appreciates the progress of music among 
his people, a money gift from the Ministry of 
Education, and similar remembrances from a 
representative of the Rumanian Ministry of 
Education. This international participation of 
Rumania in an observance in honor of a Bul- 
garian educational celebration was its most 
notable feature. 

After the World War, Bulgaria and Rumania, 
on either shore of the Danube, are resuming 
friendly relations in a degree that augurs well 
for the common future of the Balkan states. 
Rumania is realizing, as Bulgaria has been do- 
ing in several years past, that neighboring 
states ought not to remain at odds. Of this 
friendly feeling the treaty negotiated recently 
between Bulgaria and Rumania to normalize 
conditions on either side of the Rumano-Bul- 
garian frontier—the Danube—is a heartening 
indication. For several months past, in addition 
to this act of normalization between the two 
neighboring countries, efforts have been begun 
to establish direct railway communications be- 
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tween Rumania and Bulgaria. When the nego- 
tiations that are now under way are completed, 
it will be possible for a passenger to travel by 
train between Sofia and Bucharest without dis- 
tinction of nationality or direction. 

These are encouraging signs of peaceful 


relations in the future. Many ties of history | 


bind Rumania and Bulgaria together. Signs 
of a returning harmonious relation between the 
two neighboring countries are highly encourag- 
ing to men and women in this disturbed part 
of the Old World, who trust that the time is 
soon coming “when the war drums will throb no 
longer,” and the nations will be at peace. 


It is remarkable how the spirit of the Locarno 
Treaties is being recognized as that which will 
revolutionize the world, and it all comes back 
to the fact that the application of practical

It is unfortunate that the only argument that 
has weight with those who have had part in 
-destroying game birds and animals is that 
which proves to them that unless a halt is called 
the last resort of the hunter will disappear. Per- 
haps if they had been willing to heed previous 
warnings this possibility would still have been 
remote. As it is, they must choose between the 
most rigid conservation and the complete de- 
struction of what they choose to call sport. 

Once the broad prairies of the West and 
middie west, and many of the hills and valleys 
of the eastern sections of the United States, 
were the feeding grounds of millions of prairie 
chickens, sometimes called heath hens, coveys 
of quail, grouse, woodcock, pigeons, and squir- 
rels. In many of the states these are now ex- 
tinct, and in all the states their numbers are 
greatly reduced. Wise federal laws and regula- 
tions imposed by clubs and associations have, 
it is true, been effective in restoring to some 
extent the flocks of migrating wild ducks and 
geese. 
vain supposition that there is an abundance of 
these game birds. 
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In Massachusetts, a few days ago, the open | 


season for deer hunting was ushered in. It was 
said that 1200 armed men were gathered in 
readiness to march upon a herd of 150 animals 
which for years had been protected in one of 
the state parks near Plymouth. These deer were 
virtually tame, having remained so long im- 
mune. They offered easy targets for the guns 
of courageous hunters. 

The movement in the direction of greater 
game protection is participated in by American, 
Mexican and Canadian officials and representa- 
tives. The effort is a commendable one, and 
should be encouraged and supported by humani- 
tarians everywhere.

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Theories About American Football 


On the first cold day of the year, when the sun lay 
buried somewhere in the northern sky under a floodtide 
and surf of cloud, and an impenetrable wind from the 
east crowded gustily down and flung the streets about 
and turned neat walking people into black and erratic 
balloons of clothes; when coming out of their steaming 
apartments people said, “Brrrr—,” stuck their hands 
deeply into their pockets and put their helms down to 
the wind—in other words, on the best possible day, I 
sdiw my first game of American football. 

There was the coated crowd with its bright cheeks, 
and favors. There was the chatter—a slightly strained 
facetiousness to cover up one’s feeling of impatience for 
the start. There was the oncoming of the teams. The 
field was green; which was startling to me, as, some- 
how, in a vague, irrational way, I had imagined a blue, 
red or yellow field, this. being an American game—some- 
thing different from the cropped, springy, English green. 

> > + 

Above, the layers of gray cloud drifted in immense 
acreages like a glacier. On earth: the cold red houses, 
straight and clear in the wind and empty seeming, as 
though everyone had left them to see the bundle of leather 
kicked about: green, gray and red—earth, sky and houses 
—the football shirt of. the world. 

To say I came with an open mind to weigh the rela- 
tive merits of American and English football would be 
unbelievable, besides being untrue. Nationality and its 
prejudices have become an instinct. Being English, I 
naturally held that English football—whether Rugger or 
Soccer—is altogether a better game than American foot- 
ball. All Americans will, I hope, heartily disagree 
with me. 

No doubt we could be converted to each other’s game 
if made to play it: it is often easier for opponents to 
agree than for spectators, who, notoriously, see and feel 
more of the game. Having already argued the matter 
hotly and, of course, without signs of conVersion on 
either side, with an American enthusiast, I have ex- 
hausted my arguments, and I have only an old generali- 
zation to fall back upon. ' 

The American life and‘the American cities on the 
northern part of the eastern seaboard had to me a clear 
mathematical quality. Even the little children and the 
small towns might, in this sense, be said to lisp in 
numbers. The air had a mathematical clarity. The blocks 
of buildings stood like cubes, and rectangles, and cones. 
in a schoolroom on an ordered and numbered plan. 

+ + > 

Innumerable windows in unvarying perpendicular 
lined the walls like columns for addition. The windows 
gleamed neatly like fractions, or silyer graphs, or like 
irrefutabie@ables of logarithms. One desired to add up 
the windows, to multiply the streets, to subtract the 
skies and to divide everything one saw er equal, demo- 
cratic parts. There was precision in the al¥. 

There was a precision of statement’ in. conversation 
about the small, concise affairs of business. Walking in 
the street, one’s feet maneuvered involuntarily throu 
simple equations. Although intently mathematical, the 
American city was not cold. There were warm, fluid, genial, 
energetic operations, forceful with optimism and. pur- 
pose; and they were the expression of what to me seems 
America’s great and innate passion—the passion for 
organization. 


There were those rival quarterbacks in the football 


field. They were not players. They were generals direct- 


- ing maneuvers, combining and enforcing their stratezy. 
They shouted their true or deceptive signals. They organ- 
ized their attacks and defenses. 

The game stopped constantly for both sides to hold 
secret conferetices. It was something to out, a 
Matter more of intellect than of muscle—outdoor chess, 
in fact. Any number of substitute players, it appeared. 
were allowed to both sides. They each might have had 
as many as three or four elevens on the field during the 
game. They played in knee breeches and jerseys, and, 
with that strange care for their bodies which cans 
have, it seems to me, more than any other e, were 
padded and stuffed and wrapped like china in transit. 

The game stopped, went on, delayed, cups of water 
were brought on, conferences started, the game started 
again; and so on with the deliberation and the delay 
of chess, worked elaborately from point to point like a 
struggling outdoor equation. It was a battle between 
organizers. 

There was the human element of fantasy: but that, 
tuo, was organized: the cheering controlled by a leaping 
harlequinade with megaphones. You cheered when you 
were told to, not when you Wanted to cheer. It was the 
essence of the modern socia] adaptation of democracy: 
do as the state tells you, and when it tells you, sink 
yourself in the community. And the indefatigable harle- 
quinade leaped and shouted and gesticulated, with ham- 
mering, reiteratéd motions, its anxious Rah! Rah! Rah! 
One thought of the trumpetings before the walls of Jericho.

How strangely different from the English way. I re- 
member we wore as little as possible—shorts, a shirt, 
boots and stockings, and occasionally a head guard. 
Yet we played, it seemed to me, as hard a game and cer- 
tainly a much faster one—whether in Rugger or Soccer— 
and we were-on the field all the time, with only one 
break (instead of three breaks and-a number of odd 
conferences), and we had no substitutes to relieve us. 
There were just enough rules-to keep us and the ball 
on the field. 

The American game had two distinct elements: the 
organizer and the organized. The English games had 
but one element: skill—a subtle, fleet and unanalyzable 
combination of-intellect and muscle; a tacit, not an 
audible, combiffation (as in the American game), leaving 
—as is always the.English tendency—a great deal to the 
individual. The game rushed on undirected, unorganized, 
though not disorganized, each man knowing instinctively 
his job; sans quarter, sans conference, sans armor. — 

The English spectators cheered when they felt like 
it—I am thinking particularly of school games. They were 
curious spectacles: the cold, unemotional English shout- 
ing and urging with great excitement: and the breezy, 
liberty-loving Americans waiting for their emotions to 
be. assigned to them! Football for the latter was some- 
thing to excel at, a game to win, an enterprise in which 
to succeed, a fight to be conducted, a confusion te be 
straightened out and organized, something requiring 
efficiency and development. Something mathematical, 
lisping—nay, shouting in numbers. 3 

urious to remember, while these American teams. 
were making such an enthusiastic business of their game, 
that in England in the gray, green and red of the football 
winter, Englishmen were playing hard at their business. 
More curious and more baffling, too, to remind oneself

On Dec. 28 is the thirtieth birthday of the kine- 
matograph as distinguished from the chrono-photo- 
graph of Marcy and the kinetograph of Edison. 
Living pictures were first publicly projected in 
Lumiére on the Boulevard des Capucines. In connection 
with the anniversary a tablet commemorating the event 
is to be affixed to the building. In a report to the Muhici- 
pal Council, Leon Riotor explains the difference between 
the Lumiére invention which was patented as a “kinema- 
tograph” and its precursors, none of which projected 
pictures of movement in life size for the benefit of a 
large numbeyv of spectators. The remarkable strides, 
taken by the “movies” in thirty years could hardly have 
been foreseen. Today there are shown technical qualities 
of the highest order, and the French productions at any 
rate alm more and more at artistry.

Two subterranean passages have been discovered by 
workmen at Suresnes which according to the experts 
date from the eleventh century. The workmen were en- 
gaged in the prosaic task of laying water pipes when 
they came upon inscriptions which apparently were 
placed there in the year 1037. It is believed that the 
passages extend to Mont Valerien, that hill outside Paris 
on which the Germans were encamped in 1870. On this 
hill was an abbey which was a favorite place of refuge 
in the time of Henri I. The archzologists are particularly 
interested in this unexpected discovery.

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Damascus and Samarkand: a Contrast 


To the Editor of THE CHRISTIAN Scrence Mowrroz: 


The recent bombardment by the French of lovely old 
Damascus recalls an incident in the story of the equally 
lovely Samarkand, and the contrast of points of view. 

In 1894 the Governor of Samarkand was General 
Rostovtsoff, whose father had taken the most important 
part in the emancipation of the serfs. He was the finest 
type.of old Rugsian administrator, greatly interested in 
everything that pertained to tha welfare aad happiness 
of the people of Samarkand. He made-a deep study of all 
their arts, industries and handicrafts. Me came to under- 
stand and love their peculiar music. He also learned how 
to prepare and frequently had on his table the native 
dishes, and he organized a system of ,education trying 
to follow as nearly as possible the basic ideas of Dr. 
John Dewey, whose experiments in elementary education 
he knew about. . 

Everyone around Samarkand loved and esteemed 
General Rostovtsoff. Qn the evening of the day that the 
Russians in the town had been celebrating the anniver- 
sary of the taking of Samarkand by the Russians, a 
delegation of some twenty-five fine old Moslems appeared 
in the garden of the Governor-General. He greeted them 
-with his usual courtesy and asked, “To what do I owe 
the honor of this visit?’ They answered, “Your Excel- 
lency, your people in Samarkand today are celebrating 

‘the taking of Samarkand by the Russians.” : 

The General smiled and said, “Yes, but I can hardly 
see how that should interest you as citizens of 
Samarkand.” They then said, “It is of interest to us in 
this way: When Samarkand was about to be besieged by 
the Russian Army under General Kauffman, Verestchagin, 
the great painter, begged General Kauffman not to fire 
on Samarkand, for, said he, ‘The city has many beautiful 
monuments, and it would be a disgrace to Russian arms 
to damage them.’ ; 

“General Kauffman replied to Verestchagin, ‘I quite 
sympathize with your point of view, but I am a military 
man and unhappily my orders are to take Samarkand, 
and I fear that I must proceed in the usual way. 
Verestchagin then telegraphed to the Emperor Alexan- 
der III, reciting the facts, and the Emperor in turn 
telegraphed Kauffman that he must not fire on 
Samarkand, but must take it os way. A few days 
afterward Samarkand surrendered.” 

- General Rostovtsoff then replied, “This is a very good 
Russian story and I thank you for letting me know about 
it. ‘Verestchagin is an old frtend of mine and I am not 
at all surprised that he should bave taken such an action. 
Is there anything that I can do about the matter” “Yes, 
they said, “we would like to have you send a telegram 
to Verestchagin from the citizens of Samarkand thanking 
him for his intervention and for saving the city. 

The telegram was sent, and some time afterward 
when I was having a visit with Verestchagin, I recited 
the incident and told him about being present when the 
dispatch was sent. Verestchagin was very much touched, 
and he said, “Yes, that is one of the happiest of my 

mories.”
